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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

a. Species 1 : specification page 20, lines 7-25 and page 21 , lines 1-3 

(claims 2, 18, 34, and 37) drawn to preventing chattering. 

b. Species 2: specification page 21, lines 4-19 (claims 3-4, 19-20, 35, and 

38) drawn to improving following-up capability. 

c. Species 3: specification page 23, lines 2-25 (claims 9-10, 26, 41) drawn 

to improving stability. 

d. Species 4: specification page 24, lines 1-1 1 (claims 11-12, 27-28, 42) 

drawn to target differential speed that accurately reflects kinetics 
conditions of the vehicle. 

e. Species 5: specification page 24, lines 12-17 (claims 13-14, 29-30, 43) 

drawn to obtaining natural control characteristics according to 
preferences of the driver. 

f. Species 6: specification page 24, lines 18-25 (claims 15, 31-32, 44) 

drawn to preventing interferences. 
The species are independent or distinct because each characteristics disclosed in each 
species does not need the specific characteristic of the other species to obtain the objective. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
